THE COMBINES COST 

As a rule there are two sides to 
any situation. In the matter of the 
combines for example, yvhich are to 
revolutionize the labor problem of 
the West Most farm papers this 
year have predicted that if the com¬ 
bines justify themselves this fall, we 
are approaching the .end of the” 
great annual harvester influx to the 
West. There is no doubt that this 
will work great relief to the farmers 
and their wives. On the other hand, 

‘ the big rush of harvesters every fall, 
has brought an increase in business 
activity to townspeople, conspicuous¬ 
ly to merchants. Grocery bills are 
multipled, and trade is brisk in men’s 
furnishings. Many of the harvesters 
do their outfitting at their final des¬ 
tination. Shoes, overalls, frequently 
blankets are bought in the local 
*towns. A swoop of cold weather 
brings a rush for underwear, heavy 
coats, etc. In the aggregate this must 
mean big business to every little 
western town. One way or another, 
much of the harvester’s wages return 
to the immediate locality in which he 
works. So that after all there is no 
revolutionizing of any industrial moth 
od, that does not require a re-adjust¬ 
ment in other quarters of the ind is-' 
trial field. 

TOLSTOY HONORED 

Official observance of the hun¬ 
dredth anniversary of Tolstoy's 
death was celebrated in Soviet Rus¬ 
sia on September 9. Preparations 
for this were begun some .years agoj 
It was surprising to many that the- 
Soviet regime should make such a 
point of these official ceremonies, but 
comment says that the Soviet is mak 
ing use of all the accumulated Ye- 
sources of Russian genius, as it has 
done the nation’s material resources, 
to foster goodwill abroad. And to 
this celebration were invited literary 
and philosophic leaders from many 
lands—amongst them, Bernard Shaw, 
Romain Rolland, Gandhi and Tagore. 

It is pointed out that one rcastffi 
_.why immigration is needed in Canada 
is because there are 600,000 childless 
homes. 


USINjp IDLE HOURS 

The five day week is drawing near, 
and in the not so far distance, looms 
the five hour day. During tthe last 
'fifty years, the week’s work has been 
shortened from Seventy-two hours to 
forty, and the next fifty years may 
see it cut to twenty. Machines are* 
not only turning out countless bolts 
and fabrics, grinding ot profits' for 
employers and wag'es for . employees, 
but they are also producing leisure 
for everyone Every change brings 
its problem. The first reaction to in¬ 
creased leisure is increase in play or 
entertainment. ’ More money is spent 
in commercialized amusement than 
anything except food. Passive amuse 
ment, such as the watching of others 
playing garqes, weakens the moral 
| structure and softens the fibre eventu 
.ally. So increased leisure has its 
dangers. And so far libraries, art 
galleries and night schools have not 
beeti overcrowded. But with a recog¬ 
nition of leisure as a problem, will de 
velop new and useful plans by which 
free time will mean an opportunity to 
add to, rather than subtract from, 
general usefulness. Summer schools 
and courses of lectuHlf for adults are 
one present acknowledgment that 
will pave the way for mtfny other de 
velopments. 

STEADY GROWTH IS BEST 

“Flabby large, not great great’’ is 
a phrase of Carlyle’e that should be 
remembered in all discussions upon 
immigration Canada is not going to 
become great by becoming “flabby 
large.” The United States went 
through the process of encouraging 
immigration from any and all. coun¬ 
tries until it became filled up, and 
then had to put the quota law into 
effect. Some time, Canada will reach 
the sajne point. Why hasten it by 
inducing people to come here by 
promises that are certain to breed 
j disappointments? If we called in all 
1 our immigration officials, Canada 
j would grow fast enough, and the im¬ 
migrants who came under these con¬ 
ditions would have no “come-backs.’’ 
The get-large-quick mania .is but a 
i variant of the get-rich-quick bug. An 
Anglican Synod is calling for a quota 
law for Canada, flood idea! Our 
trouble then would be to keep them 
out.

STERILIZING THE PIPE

We have been watching,our con¬ 
temporary weeklies closely, and so 
far we have found only one which 
has been so intrepid as . to approach 
the Hon. Geo'rge Hoadley’s Steriliza¬ 
tion Act in anything but a spirit of 
foreboding. This, as might be ex¬ 
pected, is the Blairmore Enterprise, 
which records that when Al. Beasley 
of Blairmore, heard that the Sterili¬ 
zation Act was going into lively ac¬ 
tion this winter, he dropped his clay 
pipe, which has comforted him for 
seventeen years and hasn’t spoken 


THE OATH OF ALLEGIANCE 

An American citizen * who, for 
many years'Sias lived in Canada and 
has identified himself conspicuously 
I with many enduring features of the 
I country’s progress, acknowledged 
I lately, that he had neper taken out 
hs naturalization papers in this coun 
i try, because he was restrained by thp 
[ necessary oath of allegiance to King 
j George V. He said that while he had 
a definite love of Canada, her institu- 
j tkms and her people, yet he could 
1 never thing of King George but as 
an abstraction far removed frotn the 
homely practical aspirations of the 
Canadian people. To the cause of 
Canada, he would gladly declare un¬ 
flinching loyalty now and at all times 
but that declaration of allegiance to 
a far-off King was too great a step 
into the unknown. Many Americans 
in this country 1 , experience this stum¬ 
bling block. They feel that Canada 
is their heart’s home-—that to her 
they owe success, protection, happi- 
nesi. Yet the necessity for declaring 
allegiance to a remote Monarchy de¬ 
ters them from becoming Canadians 
in fact as in deed. It is a perplex¬ 
ing viewpoint, and one which many 
people might understand. To under¬ 
take to serve this vast Dominion 
with its varying problems and dawn¬ 
ing possibilities, might well -seem in 
itself, a suffciently solemn oath. 

DOES YOUR CHILD SEE? 

A child should be able to recognize 
a picture or object one-half an inch 
square at twenty feet. Each eye is 
tested separately, one being covered 
with a card during the test of the 
other. For near vision, a picture book 
may bd used. If there is any appre¬ 
ciable defect in either eye, for near 
or distant vision, the family physic¬ 
ian should be consulted. Cross-eye is 
a condition which is frequently ne¬ 
glected because of ignorance as to its 
significance by parents. Children 
with this condition should be placed 
under medical care without delay. A 
cross-eyed child sees double. This 
causes confusion and so the mind 
trains itself to pay attention only to 
the image that comes to it through 
the straight eye. This results in one 
eye’s being developed through use 
and the other’s becoming useless 
bcause it is not used. Unless the 
condition is properly treated early, 
the child loses the use of one eye and 
is actually blind in that eye. If the 
child is treated between two and 
three years of age, the most, of all 
of his vision can be saved; the longer 
treatment is delayed, the more vision 
is lost. Cross-eye is a condition that 
does not correct itself. Children do 
not grow out of it.

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NEWS OF INTEREST ASQUITH’S MEMOIRS 


A grip handle is now being made 
which is atttachable to the steering 
wheel of almost any malce of car, and 
which promotes ease and safety ii£ 
driving. It gives added leverage ana 
allows the operator more comfort in 
position. 

Last year, approximately 600 boys 
and girls received training in the Al¬ 
berta Agricultural Schools. This is 
an optimistic outlook for a scientifi¬ 
cally trained, well-informed rural 
population to Care for the agricultur¬ 
al interests of the future.

Field, of Sprucefield, Alberta^ These 
’ members will consult with Dr.“Cooke 
of the Ponoka Asylum, in passing on 
cases for sterilization.

ENGLISH AIRSHIPS 

The two new 5,000,000 cubic foot 
capacity dirigible aidship R. 100 and 
Tfk. JOli now nearing completion in the 
Old Country, are revolutionary in de¬ 
sign and size in comparison with any 
thing yet attempted in the aerial 
world. These two leviathans of the 
air will be 724 feet in length and will 
i be able to lift 150 tons when fully in¬ 
flated. They will have five engines, 
those ip R. 100 being operated by or 
dinary gasoline, and those in R. 101 
by non-inflammable fuel oil . These 
| latter engines are of the Beardmore 
Tornado type, a British development 
of the full Deisel engine, lightened so 
that the complete unit weighs only 3 
pounds per horse-power. This is a 
triumph of engineering Jhat no other 
country has yet come near equalling 
for ingenuity, for the elimination of 
gasoline in aviation will do away 
with one of the most serious risks', 
that of fire in-the air. Each of these 
airships will carry 100 passengers in 
j comfort similar to that provided on 
a modern ocean liner. Another great 
i invention that will contribute to the 
! safety of heavier-than-air flying craft 
| (aeroplanes) is the slotted wing-— 
the fruit of the brain of'an EnglisR- 
| man, Mr. Handley Page. This sim¬ 
ple automatic device, now available 
to Canadian aviators, will in 90 per 
cent, of the cases eliminate tail spins 
\ and crashes, due to miscalculation or 
engine failure while landing or man¬ 
oeuvring near the ground.

Alberta. The article says: “The 
moose, one of the world’s finest game 
animals, is now almost exclusively 
Canadian. It is to Canada that Amer¬ 
ican sportsmen will go this fall, for 
there will be no more moose hunting 
in Maine until November of next'year 
Some hunters will go to New Bruns¬ 
wick and Northern Ontario. But 
Saskatchewan is a most profitable 
hunting field.” Much information on 
the prevalence of moose in Saskatch¬ 
ewan has been gleaned from aviators. 
Alf Day a Winnipeg pilot who has 
flown over northern Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba for ten years, declares 
that the river valleys and muskegs 
swarm with moose and Caribou. An¬ 
other reports that on the 120 mile trip 
between Hudson and Red Lake they 
counted 37 moose. 

— Moose and deer improve in size ]' 
and quality the farther north they 
are found. “There are all kinds of 
guides in Canada. In New Bruns¬ 
wick, the Scottish Canadian' predom¬ 
inates.

We are on the threshold of a new 
school year, with all its possibilities 
yet unfolded. The lessons learned 
I from the, terms just past may well 
act as reference for the’ future. 

Throughout the province general 
j dissatisfaction' is' expressed over the 
[ showing of the average pupil on de¬ 
partmental examinations. The high 
schools have” not justified themselves. 
Returns have not been what they 
should. Ratepayers, school boards, 
teachers and parents are seeking for 
the weak link. And the great bal¬ 
ance of opinion leans toward ineffic¬ 
ient homework preparation, result¬ 
ant from too much social distraction.’ 

The catriculUm is heavy. The 
teacher must have covered some spec 
ial feature with every day’s instruc¬ 
tion. Unfortunatly no allowance is 
made on the schedule for two or 
three nights a week exemption from 
homework. And when these nights 
of supposed study are filched from 
the reasonable seven or eight hour 
1 day required of a student, the result 
I is a lamentable loss, not only to the 
| student, but to the teacher and the 
| industrious members ip the class. 

J The teacher occupies very, mtich 
1 the position of the captain of a 
troop, leading his men up a steep in¬ 
cline. Some fall by t}^- wayside, 
j some struggle far afield and must be 
picked up. Commencing with approx 
j imately the same physical and men¬ 
tal endowment some lack endurance, 
some persistence, some dissipate 
their energies in foolish by-paths, 
with the result that everyone is de¬ 
layed. 

The efficiency 'of the whole unit is 
undermined, because some few strag¬ 
glers insist on being carried. 

If the High School students of the 
province could realize that they are 
the future army of Alberta, that al 
ready, in their teens, they assume 
some responsibility for the future at¬ 
tainments of the country, that each 
private in the army by his school 
conduct adds to efficiency, or detracts 
from it, then we might look forward 
to more uniform progress. 

“No man liveth to himself,” applies 
quite as seriously to student affairs, 
as to any later walk of life.

A prize of three 
dollars is given to the best dental 
condition student and the same to the 
best physical condition student of 
each school. Theh two grand prizes 
in the form of silver cups are given 
to those obtaining the highest points

Infantile Paralysis Scourge of Child- ; 
ren and is Well Termed a "Terror 
Chat Walks by Night” 

During the months from May to; 
November there is a “Terror that 
walks by night,” a whisper of whose 
presence makes parents tremble. This 
dreaded thing is Acute Poliomyletis— 
Infantile Paralysis. Infantile Paral¬ 
ysis is a genp disease. It occurs 
most often in the months May to No¬ 
vember, and most often among child¬ 
ren, though adults are not by any 
means immune. The disease affects I 
all races, all classes, and all parts of I 
the world, but is more prevalent in [ 
colder climates. The' robust child 
falls a victim as readily as the deli¬ 
cate child. During an epidemic, rur¬ 
al communities suffer more than ci¬ 
ties. Infantile Paralysis in its begin¬ 
ning resembles many other contag 1 
ious diseases. A child that has been 
perfectly well will become restless 
and drowsy. He is irritable, and 
does not want to be moved. There J 
may be vomiting or diarrhoea, but ! 
constipation is the rule. There may j 
be headache, pains in the-muscles, or 
a convulsion. The child is feverish-.- 
That may be all that appears, and 
yet within one «CrF ( two days, the child 
may be unable to move arms or legs. 

If a child apjjpars to have fever 
vomiting and marked restlessness, 
put him to bed, and call a doctor 
promptly. No matter how mild the 
sickness may seem, get a doctor. 
While waiting, give a dose of Castor 
’oil. Keep all other children away. 

If there is an epidemic,-keep your 
children away from crowds, from mo¬ 
vies, theatres, dances, etc. Keep them 
from homes where there is sickness. 
Keep the house clean, using plenty 
of soap and water. Burn rubbish. 
Garbage buckets should be' tightly 
covered, and cleane'd daily. Keep' out j 
flies and other insects. Let in fresh 
air and sunlight—they are nature’s 
killer of germs.
